The Inquiry About Japanese Naval Power 


It is something of a relief to hear 


so promptly from Japan that she 
has no plans lor building 43,000-ton 
battleships. For the 
building of 


such enormously large ships armed 
with very big guns would intensify 
the race of armaments immeasur- 
ably and create a truly dangerous 
situation in the Pacific. 


The Japanese naval authorities 


have no doubt realized why it is a 
matter of vital importance to us 
that we should know whether such 
ships are to be built. For while to 
the layman the difference between 
sixteen-inch 
guns and ei'shteen- 


inch guns may seem like a mere 
matter of two inches, two inches on 
a gun, like two inches on the end 
of a man's nose, may make all the 
difference in the world. The naval 
battles of the great war demon- 
strated 
rather 
conclusively 
that 


when ships with big guns meet 
ships with smaller guns, the small- 
er ships_ cannot even run away. The 
ships with the big guns can lie out- 
side the range of the smaller guns 
and sink the other ships without 
taking any risk whatever. 


So if we are going to have any 


navy in the Pacific, it is essential 
that we should know that it is not 
unexpectedly going to run into a 
super-navy. That is why Secretary 
Hull had to ask Japan for informa- 
tion and that is why if the prom- 
ised reply is not sufficiently clear, 
the United States will have to start 
building these horribly expensive 
naval monsters. 
Details of Program 
Will not be Disclosed 


Domei, the Japanese news agen- 


cy, reports that a formal reply will 
be made to Secretary Hull's inquiry 
but that details of the building 
program will not be disclosed. This 
is a pity. For what 
good can it 


possibly do Japan to practice the 
kind of secrecy which breeds sus- 
picion and will provoke the "Uni- 
ted States into adopting a policy of 
continued expansion? Surely," the 
Japanese cannot imagine that they 
can secretly outbuild the United 
States, or that they can 
benefit 


themselves by making the attempt. 


For Americans are bound to ask 


why Japan needs secretly 
to ex- 


pand her navy. So far as we know 
from what the Japanese say and do 
they are supposed to be entirely 
concerned with China and Soviet 
Russia. Now neither China nor Rus- 
sia has a navy, and therefore it is 
not credible that an expanded navy 
has anything directly to do with 
Chiang Kai-shek 
or with Stalin, 


with the Kuomintang or the Com- 
intern. 
U. S. Doesn't Plan to 
Use Force in Asia 


Obviously, Japanese - American 


relations have taken a bad turn and 
every effort must be made to clar- 
fy and improve them. Perhaps it 
can be done since there is as yet no 
vital conflict 
of interest 
between 


Japan and the United States. 


For though we deplore and dis- 


Ike the war with China, surely it 
must be clear by this time that it 
s now our settled policy not to use 
iorce on the mainland 
of Asia. 


Though once we felt ourselves to 
30 the guardians of Chinese inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity, 


we no longer accept that responsi- 
bility. We feel that 400 million Chi- 
nese must

anese. Certainly we shall not light 
for Russia in Siberia nor for Great 
Britain in the Yangtse valley or at 
Hong Kong.

Another city improvement was 


the doubling of the water supply by 
the completion of a large well and 
the erection of a large water tower 
on the north side of the 
city. 


Through the purchase of a 
new 


FWD fire 'pumper, fire insurance 
rates in Clintonville have been re- 
duced to such an extent as to save 
property owners about 52,000 an- 
nually in insurance premiums. 


During the last summer, the city 


park was also enlarged through the 
purchase of three parcels of land, 
costing $3.700. 
The athletic field 


was relocated, the grandstand mov- 
ed, and flood-lights were installed 
at a cost of $4,500. Following these 
improvements, the 
city baseball 


team enjoyed a profitable 
season 


and paid over $500 to the city for 
the use of the lights. 


Police Car Bought 


The city of Clintonville also re- 


cently purchased a police squad car 
equipped with a bullet proof wind- 
shield and radiator guard. A con- 
crete mixer was bought to enable 
the street department employes to 
put in curb and gutter and do other 
concrete work at a lower cost to the 
taxpayers.

THE RAW MEAT SIMILE 


We have as part and parcel cf our pop- 


ulation a small and noisy element who are 
often referred to as political wild animals 
and this without intending any offense.

NATURAL HEALING ,, 


"Physical therapy," as the doctors call 


it, is regarded by many people as a new 
and wonderful system of healing. It may 
be wonderful, but as Dr. John S. Coulter 
of Northwestern University explains, most 
of it isn't new at all. He defines physical 
therapy as "the use of chemical and phys- 
ical properties of heat, massage, exercise, 
light, water and electricity, in the treat- 
ment of diseases or injuries." 


"The value of these natural agents in 


treatment," he says, "can be appreciated 
when we realize that some of them have 
been used continuously since earliest his- 
tory. In fact, heat, water, massage and 
exercise were part of the treatment of 
instinctive medicine—a therapy which ex- 
isted before the first civilization was de- 
rived from instinct. He adds that 90 per 
cent of physical therapy can be accom- 
plished today with the 
use of simple 


agents, and without expensive apparatus. 


This is true even of ultra-violet light 


treatment. Sunlight was used by man for 
countless generations before he invented 
a lamp for the purpose. As for the infra- 
red rays, popular lately and regarded by 
many as having miraculous potency, our 
ancestors had the benefit of them every 
time they built a fire. We can do likewise 
with hot stoves, steam radiators and elec- 
tric lamps. 


An open fireplace, outdoor fire, or tent 


fire is good for both ultra-violet and in- 
fra-red rays. The Arctic explorer, Fred- 
erick A. Cook, proved that in the Antarc- 
tic long before his better-known North 
Pole adventure, thereby saving his men's 
lives. 
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AT SINGAPORE 


There is significance in the British cel- 


ebration at Singapore—more perhaps than 
meets the casual eye. 


Everybody knows what is happening in 


China, and most people have some idea 
of what that means to the British. Also 
to Americans. 
But the whole picture, as 


far as the English-speaking 
world 
is 


concerned, seems to come to a focus at 
Singapore. 


Americans 
are more familiar with 


Hong Kong, the British crown colony, on 
an island at the mouth of the Canton river. 
For a century the British have drawn 
thence a large treasure of sugar, tin, to- 
bacco and so on. It has been a sort of 
funnel from which oriental riches poured 
into England. But bombing planes have 
been drumming over neighboring Canton 
lately, and British tenure of Hong Kong 
grows precarious. 
The Japanese could 


take it easily, and the British, knowing 
that, are planning no serious defense. 


But at Singapore, 
another 
British 


crown colony, nearly 2.000 miles away to 
the southwest, beyond French Indo-China, 
at the very tip of the Malay Peninsula 
and commanding the Strait of Malacca, 
midway between China and India—there 
it is different. There is no spirit of fatalist 
surrender there. Britain has built a $100,- 
000,000 navai base to command that world 
highway, defended by a great battery of 
18-inch guns and floating a powerful war 
fleet. 
It is Britain's "Gibralter of the 


East." 
There arc war games there to 


celebrate its completion and scr\c notice 
to whom it may concern. And Uncle Sam 
will have three battle cruisers there to 
share irj the festivities. 


That gesture will not go unnoticed in 


any world capital. It would be interesting 
to know what the British and American 
admirals and observers will talk about, 
over their scotch and soda. 


THE MANNERS CLASS 


A newspaper item the other day piqued 


our curiosity. It was the announcement 
of a banquet to be held at a hotel by a 
college "class in good manners." Not just 
a good-mannered class, you understand, 
but a class of young men and women who 
were taking a college course in good man- 
ners. This banquet was to be the grand 
climax of the half-year's work—if you 
call it work. At the banquet they would 
doubtless practice what they had learned. 
The brand of learning they were celebra- 
ting is described in the college catalogue 
as "Technique of Successful Social and 
Business Intercourse." 


Maybe, when you think it over, you'll 


stop smiling and agree that it's not so 
sappy an idea, after all. College, to be 
sure, isn't supposed to be a ladies' and 
gentlemen's finishing school. And Ameri-

THE TURN TO EDUCATION 


Things are looking up a little for edu- 


cation. It has been reported that more of 
last year's philanthropies were gifts to 
educational institutions or to funds pro- 
moting research and education. 
Among 


the changes observed is the increase in 
gifts by women to colleges. 
For years 


alumnae of the leading women's colleges 
have been working to arouse public inter- 
est in their endowments. 
It was recog- 


nized that these institutions were an es- 
sential part of the system of higher edu- 
cation, but they were usually neglected by 
the big donors among men, while women 
had not yet taken to giving large sums 
for such purposes. 


The present trend is indicative of the 


whole national attitude toward education. 
There is evident on every hand a keener 
appreciation of the nation's great need to 
know and to understand the problems of 
government and economics that trouble 
our society and to find the right answers 
by the process of education.

Washington — Death and resigna- 


tions recently have cut into the 
quota of Far Westerners in top 
federal jobs, and the West is get- 
ting a bit miffed .at the failure of 
the administration to remedy that 
loss by new appointments. 


The turnover on the 
supreme 


court is the outstanding sample. 
Justice Van Devanter retired last 
spring. He is from Wyoming. The 
West had a candidate for the job, 
Justice William Denman of 
the 


ninth circuit court ol appeals in 
San Francisco. Denman is widely 
credited with conceiving the idea of 
the court-enlargement plan which 
brought the President such a win- 
ter and spring of storm and strife. 
The job went to Senator Black, for- 
mer Klansman of Alabama. 


Then last month Justice Suther- 


land, the West's only other mem- 
ber, retired. Ho was a former Sen- 
ator from Utah. The West advanced 
a candidate for the job, Sam G. 
Brattan of Albuquerque, New Mex- 
ico, member of the eighth circuit 
court. But the job went to Stanley 
Reed of Kentucky, who had been 
solicitor general. 


That leaves two Western circuits 


represented on the supreme court 
by justices who scarcely ever set 
foot on the sunset-side of the Mis- 
sissippi.

Another vacancy in Western ap- 


pointments came with the recent 
death of T. A. Walters of Idaho, as- 
sistant secretary of the interior. To 
succeed him. the President nomin- 
ated Ebert K. Burlew of Pennsylva- 
nia, long a departmental executive 
and right hand man to Secretary 
Ickes. That appointment aroused 
Western ire of another sort. 


Burlew and Senator Pittman of 


Nevada never have been especially 
friendly, nor has any joy been 
shared between the important Ne- 
vada Senator and Secretary Ickes. 
So when Burlew came up for sen- 
atorial confirmation. Pittman was 
after him. 


Pittman had a brief-case full of 


trouble for Burlew. including re- 
ports of departmental wire-tapping, 
and a detailed story of the three- 
year forgery of a CCC payroll by 
an interior department underling 
which resulted in a cumulative loss 
of more than $80,000. Burlew pro-

can I win self-confidence? I am in my junior year in high school and 
fear I am failing because I have no self-confidence. Please help me 
Please tell me how I can get it." 


That is a note from a high school. I wish I could give him an unfailin 


recipe, but that is beyond my power, and, I fear, beyond the power o 
anybody else. But the teacher could help a great deal. It won't help^th 
boy any to tell him to be brave, and bright. His trouble is too much sell 
attention now. If he gives himself any more he will soon submerge. Th 
teacher is the best one to aid. I am appealing to all high school teacher 
to study the needs of the boys and girls who lack self-confidence and d 
what is possible to help him. 


The first thing to do is to investigate their state of health. Ailing chi. 


dren cannot be brave and bright. If a child does not get enough res 
play. food, cheerful encouragement to be a healthy animal, he must fai 
Look into that phase first. 


Next, and this cannot be disregarded, adjust the student's work to hi 


capacity. Bring it well within his capacity. Even if he has to be regard 
ed to do this, it must be done. Un- 
til the student can succeed in some 
one field, self-confidence is denied 
him. 


Sometimes such a child has a 


special gift. It may be only a slight 
one. We had a boy who hid in cor^- 
ners all day long and failed con- 
sistently to do any work anywhere 
until, sby accident, a teacher dis- 
covered that he was an excellent 
mimic. She got him to put on a 
show and from that day on. with 
the applause of thc school ringing 
in his ears, he walked proudly 
among us.

Find something the shy, retiring
